The lientenant vovernor and assembly of 
the Northwest Territories may, with the 
consent of the governor in council, close up 
anv road which has been transferred to the 
Territories, or vary its direction ; and may, 
subject to any ordinances made in respect 
thereof, open and establish any new high- 
way in the stead of such road ; and the 
land inany road allowance, public travelled 
roal, or trail so closed may be dealt- with 
as the governor in council sees fit, 

The following appeared in the Calgary Herald 
of July 80th: A private cablegram from = ex- 
attorney-general Martin, now in London, Ene- 
land, to attorney-general Sifton, says :—‘*The 
Iinperial Privy Council have given judgment in 
the Manitoba School case, reversing the judg- 
ment of the supreme court of Canada, and up- 
holding the law passed by the Manitoba legisla 
ture.”
